Following the killing of two boys in Rogers 
Park at a grade crossing yesterday and the 
finding of a Coroner’s jury on the death of 
Thomas Kelly, killed on the Illinois Central 
at Severtty-ninth street, residents about 
Grand Crossing have organized for protec- 
tion. They held a meeting last night, formed 
a permanent organization, and adopted reso- 
lutons censuring the deputy Coroner. 

There have been four victims of the grade 
crossing on the North Side within two weeks.

MILL MEN TALK 


OF MOVING AWAY 


Woodworkers’ Strike Threat- 


ens to Make Serious Trou- 
ble for the Manu- 
facturers. 


OBJECT TO AGREEMENT. 


Employers Declare They Will Be 


Forced Out of City by Un- 
reasonable Union 
Demands. 


THIRTY-ONE SHOPS CLOSE. 


Serious complications in the industrial situ- 
ation are threatened as a result of the strike 
of 750 woodworkers, who quit work yester- 
day morning to enforce demands they had 
made upon their employers. Shortly after 
the strike had been called thirty manu- 
facturers met at the Chamber of Commerce 
Building, and after discussing the demands 
of the men passed resolutions declaring their 
intention not to accede to them. Some of 
them expressed the belief that the strike 
would force many of their number to leave 
the city and locate in Michigan. While this 
declaration of the manufacturers is declared 
by their former employés to be a “ bluff,” 
the manufacturers are apparently sincere. 
They say that unless the strike is ended with- 
in a short time they will transfer operations 


to other cities. 


Arthur Nollan of the firm of Nollan & 
Wolf, President of the Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation, is among the men who are talk- 
ing of leaving the city. He declares it is im- 
possible for the manufacturers to comply 
with the demands of the Woodworkers’ 


union and conduct a paying business. 


“We are obliged to enter into competi- 
tion with Michigan manufacturers,“ he said, 
“who are able to secure cheap material 
and are not hampered by demands of unions. 
They are now paying freight of only one 
cent for every door they send to Chicago. 
Thus they are able to names prices for 


their products that we cannot meet.” 


Obnoxious Provisions of Agreement. 


Two conditions contained in the agreement 
presented to the manufacturers for ratifica- 
tion are declared to be particularly ob- 
noxious. One of these is contained in a 
clause which compels manufacturers to re- 
fuse to deliver their material to contractors 
deemed unfriendly by the labor union. As 
this would prevent the manufacturers from 
fulfilling contracts made with contractors 
before the latter were blacklisted by the 
unions it would mean loss of trade and prob- 


able lawsuits, 


Another clause in the agreement gives the 
business agents of the Woodworkers’ union 
the right to drive from a factory any non- 
union painter at work. At the present time 
the men who paint the woodwork are em- 
ployés of the contractors to whom the work 
is delivered. The painting is done in the 
planing mills. It is claimed that the ratifi- 
cation of the clause regarding the painters 
would lead to further complications between 


the manufacturers and the contractors. 


While the members of the Manufacturers’ 
association declare that the clauses men- 
tioned are the ones to which they object, the 
laboring men say that the principal point 
at issue is the substitution of a nine-hour 
for an eight-hour day. The manufacturers 
-are at present demanding that their men 
work nine hours a day, but the members of 
the association express a willingness to ar- 


bitrate this point. 
Firms Affected by Strike. 


The strike of the woodworkers was called 
early in the morning. The shop stewards 
acted as business agents, and ordered all 
members of the union to refrain from work- 
ing in shops where the firm refused to sign 
the new agreement. At thirty-one mills the 
men refused to go to work. Later in the 
day the Carsley Manufacturing company, 
one of the firms whose men refused to work, 
signed the agreement and the men returned 
to their jobs. The plants where the men are

by the members of the union opposed to 
It is believed if a fair chance is 
given to the malcontents next Saturday 
night the union will vote to withdraw. As 
the President of the Building Trades council 
must be a delegate to that body President 
Carroll would then be forced to resign his

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CHILDREN DROWN IN SLIP 


BOY SINKS AND GIRL LOSES LIFE 
TRYING TO SAVE HIM, 


Camping Party and ‘Delaware Hotel 
Guests at Wolf Lake Called Too Late 
—Son of Ira W. Brewer, Auditor of 
Rock Island Road, and Eby Stefford, 
Daughter of an Employe of the 
Road, the Victims—Both Live in 
Howard court. 

Two 1 were drowned while wading 
in a slip by the Pennsylvania railway tracks 
at One Hundred and Thirty-first streét yes- 
terday, a 7-year-old boy falling into a hole 


and one of his companions, a 14-year-old 
girl, losing her lite — trying to rescue 


him. 

BREWER, FRANK, 7 years old, 9762 Howard 
court; son of Ira W. Brewer, auditor for the 
Rock Island road. |

court; daughter of a Rock Island employé. 

After the two children had disappeared in 
the slip Edwin Dye, aged 10, who was wading 
with them, ran crying to the Delaware 
Hotel, at Wolf Lake, a short distance away, 
and gave the alarm. Guests and servants 
hastened to the slip, but the children were 
nowhere in sight. The people questioned 
the Dye boy, but he was too badly frightened 
to give a connected story of the affair. He 
said that he heard a scream and looked 
around to see Brewer's hand above the water 
and the girl hurrying toward him. Then 
she also dropped suddenly from sight. He 
said he watched the spot and waited for 
them, but they did not come up any more.“ 
Then he had run to se hotel and given the

The hotel people made some unsuccessfu! 
attempts to investigate the slip and then 
called on the police, Policeman Thomas 
Moran of the Hegewisch Station came and 
soon recovered the bodies. At the spot where 
2 were found the water was eight feet 

eep. 

The slip was a ese place. Appar- 
ently shallow, it had been dredged in the 
center, and when the children reached the 
steep incline they slid to the bottom with no 
possibility of getting out. 

All the children live in the same block in 
Howard court, the Dye family residing at 
0759. They had gone to Wolf 
Lake with their parents to spend 
a few days camping. It was thought to be 
unsafe for them to venture into the lake, 
and as this slip seemed to afford thé best 
place for their sport they went into it not 
knowing it had been dredged. They sup- 
posed the water was shallow, and as nore 
of them could swim this place was selected 
as a precaution against drowning. Their 
parents had given them permission to go 
and felt no apprehension for their safety till 
Edward Dye came running with the story 
that they had disappeared in the water.

PLAN CONTROLLING 


WORKS IN THE CITY. 


Committee of Engineers Asked to De- 
termine Practicability of Building 
Locks at Robey Street for $200,000 
or Less—Bridge Contract Delayed. 


| 

Estimates for the construction of control- 
ling works within the city limits, planned to 
regulate the river current and relieve. navi- 
gation from one of the embarrassments it 
has suffered since the opening of the drain- 
age canal, were submitted to the Drainage 
Commissioners yesterday. President Bol- 
denweck and Trustee Braden urged the con- 
struction of the controlling works as a ne- 
cessity in opposite to Trustees Wenter and 
Carter. 

A report from Chief Engineer Isham Ran- 
dolph showed that the cost ot construction 
of the proposed works at Robey street, with 
eighty-foot locks, would be $500,000. Lake 
Captains who appeared before the Commis- 
sioners to urge the necessity for the works 
stated that the lake level varied from one 


to two feet each week, affecting the river 


level, a condition which can be met by con- 
trolling works. The fluctuations in the level, 
it was said, frequently delayed boats in the 
South Branch for eight hours, entailing foss 
to the owners and W the river com- 


merce, 


The objecting trustees suggested the use 


of the money in the removal of center pier 
bridges, the lowering of the tunnels, and the 
removal of obstructions from the river. 

The question was referred to a committee 
consisting of Lyman E. Cooley, City Engi- 
neer John Ericson, and George Dunlap, 
which is instructed to consider the prac- 
ticability of constructing the works at a 
cost not to exceed $200,000. The compensa- 
tion of the committee was fixed at $500. 

A suspicion on the part of Trustee Mallette 
that the Drainage board is in the clutches 
of a bridge builders’ combine was responsi- 
ble for a pestponement of the award of the 
contract for the construction of the Canal 
street bridge. The American Bridge com- 
pany of New Tork was the lowest bidder at 
$139,942. A conference will be held with 
Mayor Harrison today to obtain the ap- 
proval of the city for wee aged of the com- 


mission. 


EDWARD BRADBURY, AN 
OPEN BROKER, CHARGED 
WITH SWINDLING GIRLS. 


Employes of Down-Town Stores Allege 
That He Appropriated Money, Given 


Him to Buy Futures, to His Own 
Use. 
Edward Bradbury, an open broker, 


was arrested last night charged with ap- 
propriating to his own use money given 
him by young women with which to buy 
margins. Rosalind Raymond, 52 South Shel- 
don street, made the complaint. Bradbury 
was locked up at the Central Station. He 
gave his business address at 203 Omaha 
Building. He stoutly protested his inno- 
cence. 

Miss Raymond, who 3 employed in A. M. 
Rothschild & Co.'s, said that Bradbury ad- 
vised her to buy margins in Sugar last July. 
She invested $5 with him. Three of her 
friends, Helen Cox, 1485 Michigan avenue, 
Alice McNamara, 5308 South May street; and 
Kittle Ritchey, 4240 Wabash avenue, also 
gave him $5 each. Bradbury made no re- 
port of the dealings with the young women, 
and when they asked for an accounting he 
told them that the price had gone down and 
they had lost their money. 

The warrant was issued on July 17, but he 
evaded arrest until seen last night by Do- 
tectives Cudmore and Griffin on Clark street. 

At the Central Station Bradbury was put 
through a rigid cross examination, but he 
refused to answer many interrogatories, and 
was sent back to his cell.

ENGLISH NATION IS SCORED. 


Bar Harbor, Me., Sept. 4.—[{Special. I— The 
hoisting of a Boer flag in the lawn of his 
home here by Edward Van Ness, a wealthy 
Newporter, and its removal by the police, 
despite the protest of its owner, are stirring 
residents attending the reception of the 
British squadron today. 

The one discordant note in the welcome to 
the visiting warships was emphasized by an 
address delivered by Mr. Van Ness to the 
crowd which gathered when the Transvaal 
emblem was unfurled tö the breeze from a 
polee lly erected for that purpose. Mr. 
Van Ness’ home, Albert Meadow, is or the 
beach with a lawn sloping down to the 
water's edge, just opposite to the anchorage 
of the English vessels. In the center of the 
lawn the staff was placed just where the flag 
could not fail to be seen by the Queen's fight- 
ing men. 

Praises Boers; Scores Britons. 


Mr. Van Ness, addressing those, gathered 
about, said: 

“This flag, the emblem of the Transvaal 
Republic, is carried on the field of battle by 
the heroic Boers, a people too great to bear 
a yoke, too noble and brave to be suffered 
to live. The British army, exceeding in 
number the entire Boer population of the 
Transvaal, is now driving the undismayed 
patriots to the mountains, the last refuge of 
freedom. 

“These same English are at your door, 
and for that matter they are always at your 
door. Her fleet patrols your coasts, ready 
at any moment to waylay your commerce 
or penetrate your harbors. Her enmity we 
may anticipate; but what you have most 
to fear is her friendship, which, like the 
python, first embraces and then absorbs 
her victim.” 

A committee soon waited upon Mr. Van 
Ness and requested that the flag be 
hauled down. Mr. Van Ness refused. 
Then Selectman C. H. Wood, accompanied 
by the Chief of Police, called upon him, and, 
after he had again refused, Mr. Wood cut 
the rope and seized the flag, while the crowd 
applauded. 

Mr. Van Ness has long been a Boer sym- 
pathizer and was a member of the committee 
which welcomed the Boer Commissioners on 
their arrival in this country last spring. 

After hearing of the incfdent John S. Ken- 
nedy, who had issued invitations for a garden 
party at Kenarden Lodge on Thursday in 
honor of the officers of the two fleets, wrote 
to Mr. Van Ness withdrawing the invitation 
previously extended to him. 

The British squadron arrived at 9:80 five 
abreast and slipped ahead to anchorage. 
As the cables rattled down the American 
flag went up at the masthead of the Cres- 
cent, the British Admiral’s flagship, and its 
band played the Stars and Stripes.“ As 
the notes reached the throngs on shore cheer 
after cheer went up.

Welcomed by American Admiral. 

As a great gathering of small craft drew 
up about the Crescent the barge of Ad- 
miral Farquhar came alongside. The Brit- 
ish Admiral was waiting to greet him at 
the head of the gangway. Admiral Farqu- 
har was accompanied by Flag Lieutenant 
Benson and Aid Marshall. There was a brief 
exchange of compliments, and the com- 
manding officer returned to his barge, while 
the Crescent fired the Admiral’s salute. 

Within the half hour Vice Admiral Bed- 
ford, accompanied by Flag Lieutenant 
Streitfield and Flag Secretary Byron, 
steamed over to the New York, where the 
same formalities were conducted. 

The public reception to meet the two Ad- 
mirals began at 3 p. m. and lasted until 8. 
The large music-room of the St. Sauveur 
Hotel was decked with British and Ameri- 
can flags for the occasion. At least 1,500 
people came to pay their respects. 

Tonight Admiral Farquhar gave a formal 
dinner aboard the New York to Admiral 
Bedford and the Captains and commanding 
officers of the two squadrons.

tortured to death by the same shameful 
methods as were practiced in the other 
cases. Two Swedish missionary women ar- 
rived at Shanghai after similar experiences, 
except that their lives were spared. The 
foregoing are matters of official record. 


Women and Children Impaled. 


The fourteen English missionaries, includ- 
ing six women and four children, who were 
murdered at Chu-Chau, in the Province of 


Che-Kiang, according to the story of a Span- 


ish priest who escaped, were killed with hay 


forks and ancient spears by the magistrate’s 
bodyguard and their naked bodies were 


hanged from trees.

WASHINGTON OFFICIALS PLAN 
TO GET DATED TELEGRAMS. 


No Confidence in Sincerity of Promises 
Made and Directions Given to In- 
corporate Time of Sending in Body 
of Message—Minister Conger Ex- 
presses No Desire to Abandon His 

‘ Post of Duty—Chaffee’s Query About 


Pekin Not Answered. 


Washington, D. C., Sept: 4.—[Spetial.}— 
While it has been suspected for some time 
that China has been playing a game of 
duplicity with the United States and other 
nations and has been tampering with the 
dispatches exchanged between Minister Con- 
ger and General Chaffee and the officials at 
Washington, action was taken today by Sec- 
retary Root, which proves conclusively the 
administration has no faith in what the 
government has promised in regard to un- 
restricted communication. The Secretary of 
War today instructed General Chaffee to 
wire the date of all telegraphic communica- 
tions sent. by this government and the time 
they were received. Many important dis- 
patches have been sent to General Chaffee 
as well as Minister Conger, and the admin- 
istration is in the dark as to how many have 


‘reached their destination, and whether all 


of the instructions sent General Chaffee 
have reached him. 


Get Message from Conger. 


Telegraphic communication with Pekin has 
been improved to some extent within the 
last few days and a dispatch which was re- 
ceived from Minister Conger today indi- 
cates he has received the instructions of 
this government to incorporate the date on 
which messages are sent in the body of his 
dispatches, the department cipher to be em- 
ployed in doing so. ' 

The importance of doing this is appre- 
ciated by the officials and the reading public, 
as both have experienced great difficulty tn 
telling just what the situation was owing to 


| lack of information as to when messages 


were sent from Pekin. Minister Conger car- 
ried out these instructions in the message 


received from him today, which bore the 


date.of Aug. 30, but which was not given out 
by the department, as it dealt with the diplo- 
‘matic situation. Acting Secretary Hill said, 


‘however, that Minister Conger expressed no ; 


desire to come home at this time. 

As Mr. Conger has said nothing about re- 
turning to the United States, it is the opin- 
jon of the officials of the State department 
he will remain at Pekin until he receives 
further orders. While he may be somewhat 
through 
which he has passed, Acting Secretary Hill 
said he believed Mr. Conger would remain at 
Pekin as long as his services were necessary, 
especially as the situation there is not nearly 
80 critical as it was three weeks ago. 


Chaffee’s Reply to Corbin. 


The dispatch received from General Chaf- 


fee today is in reply to the one sent by Gen- 


ral Corbin Aug. 16, directing General Chaffee 
to report conditions and requirements. Gen- 
eral Chaffee’s reply is extremely encourag- 
ing, as it indicates that hostilities have prac- 
tically ceased, and that only occasional 
shots are fired from cover on the small par- 
ties repairing the telegraph lines and forag- 
ing for supplies. Before the dispatch was 
made public it was censored to a limited ex- 
tent by the Secretary. While there is no 
official information as to what the expur- 
gated parts referred to, it is believed Gen- 
eral Chaffee implicatedthe Chinese govern- 
ment in the uprising. 7 

Secretary Root was asked what reply had 
been made to General Chaffee and ques- 
tioned if the United States would keep its 
military force in Pekin until its terms were 
arranged, but he said no reply, had been 
made, and it was too soon to determine the 
matter. Although none of the powers has 
been heard from in reply to the Russian- 
American correspondence, the feeling still 
obtains here that the Chinese problem will 
be amicably adjusted, and that the powers 
will continue to act in concert. If, how- 
ever, Russia adhers to its determination to 
withdraw the United States will recall its 
troops .and Minister and direct them to 
proceed to Tien Tsin and remain there until 


further orders. 
Defines United States’ Attitude. 


Acting Secretary Hill said this afternoon 
there was some misunderstanding as tp the 
attitude of the United States. He said the 
United States, was not in a waiting attitude, 
but that Russia was the government which 
was expecting answers from the powers. 
He pointed out that Russia -had made a 
proposition to the United States as well as 
to the other powers, and that this govern- 
ment had replied, and had communicated its 
answer to the other nations. 

It is incumbent upon the European nations 
and Japan to reply to Russia’s proposals as 
the United States has done, and through 
courtesy either Russia or the powers would 
notify the State department of the attitude 
assumed by them in reference to the pro- 


Discuss Motives of Russia. 

In diplomatic quarters Russia’s motive 
continues to be a fruitful theme. The the- 
ory advanced by M. Blowitz in the London 
Times that it was an offset to France for 
Russia’s supposed nomination of Count Wal- 
dersee, is regarded as purely fanciful. A 
much simpler and more reasonable explana- 
tion is advanced by one of the diplomatic 
officials who has taken an active part in 
the negotiations. He says that Russia rec- 
ognizes the obvious fact that it is to her 
advantage to have a weak neighbor, instead 
of having a partition of China which would 
range a number of the powers alongside of 
Russia. r this reason, it is said, Russia's 
chief aim is to maintain the present terri- 
torlal conditions. 


Denial of Yang Yu Rumor. 


The report that the Chinese Minister at 
St. Petersburg, Mr. Yang Yu, was obliged to 
give up his palatial residence and seek cheap 
quarters ‘because of the lack of remittances 
from Pekin is, disposed of by Mr. Si, one of 
the Chinese officials, who has recently ar- 
rived here from St. Petersburg. He says 
that Mr. Yang Yu gave up his house because 
the lease had expired and he expected to be 
recalled. This was before the present trou- 
ble and was in no way due to any lack of 
remittances. As a matter of fact the infor- 
mation reaching here shows that the Chi- 
nese government is now carrying on its 
various governmental functions, There has 
been a decrease in the revenues due to the

The mate, who brought the Holstein in, re- 
ported the Captain's death. Dr. B. R. 
Brown, the quarantine official in charge, at 
once ded the Holstein and conducted a 
close examination. He; upon coming 
ashore, gave strict orders to permit none of 
the crew to come ashore. which caused the. 
belief that the dread scourge is a board. 

Dr. Brown said tonight he would let the 
cargo be unloaded, but under strict guard.

SHIP BIG LOY OF WHRAY. 


ARMOUR & 00. SEND ONE MILLION’ 


BUSHELS AWAY. 


Largest Shipment in Many Months 
Causes Much Speculation Among 
Dealers and Vesselmen-Grain Is 
Consigned to Lake Erie Ports—Most 
of It Came from Kansas City—More 
Room Needed for tàe Incoming Har- 
vest. 

One million bushels of wheat, the 32 
shipment in one day in many years, was 
placed with vesselmen yesterday for ship- 
ment to Lake Erie. Most of this grain was 
shipped from the elevators controlled by 
Armour & Co. With the wheat went 500,000 
bushels of corn and oats. | 

Among grain and vessel men the shipment 
of such a large quantity of grain was the 
main topic of conversation. For monthsthe 
average of the dally charters have not been 
over 50,000 to 100,000 bushels, and there was 
considerable speculation as to the sudden 
outgoing of this great bulk of wheat. 

It was said that nearly all of the wheat 
which was shipped out had been brought 
to Chicago by the elevator men from Kan- 
sas City and the Southwest. Others held 
the opinion that the grain was moved to 
make room for incoming wheat. 

Owing to the attitude of the city authori- 
ties in attaching three vessels for damage 
done to bridges by collisions vesselmen have 
been sending their boats to other ports. This 
made a natural shortage of tonnage, and 
with it came an increase in freight rates. 
The advance has been from one and one- 
fourth to one and one-half cents, but even 
at the latter figure every available boat was 
taken by the grain shippers. : 

Mr. Armour’s representatives were on the 
ground early in the morning and engaged 
everything in sight. It was not until then 
that other shippers woke up and started out 
to find vesselroom. Most of them were dis- 
appointed, and will probably have to await 
the arrival of the next fleet. One South Chi- 
cago firm secured the Rockefeller steamer 
Ericson for 150,000 bushels of wheat and 
50,000 bushels of corn. 

The bulk of the grain is in the public ele- 
vators, which are required to furnish a state- 
ment of stock on hand to the Board of 
Trade. The present stock is estimated at 
11,865,000 bushels, an increase of 464,000 
bushels over last week. The stock in the 
private elevators, which do not furnish the 
board with statistics, is estimated at 6,000,- 
000 bushels. 


EDWARD HARROD FIRE HERO. 


Identity of Man Who Saved Lives at 
Cordova Flats Discovered by 
| the Police. 


Edward Harrod, a bartender employed by 
Felix Bayre, 521 West Madison street, was 
the hero of the Cordova flat building fire 
early Saturday morning. The police dis- 
covered his identity yesterday. The prompt 
action of Harrod probably saved many peo- 
ple from death. Harrod, who lives in the 
building, had just returned from work when 
he perceived dense volumes of smoke aris- 
ing from the basement. He shouted an

Pay Rolls Increased by $60,000.

PRESIDENT HARPER GOES EAST. 


Will Consult with John D. Rockefeller 
on Financial Needs of Univer- 
sity of Chicago. 


President W. R. Harper of the University 
of Chicago, who has gone to New York to 
see his wife and two sons safely embarked 
on the steamer Columbia, which leaves for 
Europe tomorrow, will not return to the 
university until Saturday. It is currently 


believed at the university that President 


Harper will take the opportunity to pay a 
visit to J. D. Rockefeller, talk over the af- 
fairs of the university with its founder, 
and perhaps discuss some plan of meeting 
the annual deficit. | 

Notwithstanding the fact that more than 
$4,000,000 in cash and other property has 
been added to the assets of the institution 
during the last five years, the revenues are 
yet far short of meeting the expenditures. 
The successful efforts of President Harper 
and the trustees to meet the $2,000,000 offer 
of. Mr. Rockefeller did not result in giving 
the university more money to spend. 


Annual Expenses Exceed Income. 

The last report of Controller H. A. Rust 
for the year ending on July 1, 1899, showed 
the annual expenditure of the university to 
be $780,023, of which $303,487 was expended 
for salartes of professors, The students paid 
in $270,058 in tuition, fees, and room rents; 
invested funds yielded $208,952 in interest, 
from other sources $43,071 was received, and 
the balance, $200,000, was contributed by 
Mr. Rockefeller. The acquisition of the re- 
cent $4,000,000 will only serve to make the 
deficit a little smaller than usual. As many 
of the subscriptions were made for buildings 
and other special purposes, probably not 
more than half of the $4,000,000 will be in- 
terest bearing. It cannot be expected to 
yield more than $100,000 income, and the 
deficit will be a like amount or even greater, 

Will Discuss New Buildings. 

President Harper will also talk over the 
plans of the new buildings with Mr. Rocke- 
feller. In this case the friends of the uni- 
versity strongly hope that he will call at- 
tention to the crying need which still exists 
for a new gymnasium and a new library, 
and perhaps present an opportunity to 
the founder. | 

New Instructor in Oratory. 

William Gorsuch, a graduate of Knox 
College, Galesburg, III., has been appointed 
to take charge of the elementary classes in 
oratory during the coming year.

I think 
a minister should be free to speak on any 
subject which has to do with the moral wel- 
fare of his people.“ 

Dr. J. F. Berry, general secretary of the 
Epworth league, said he did not wish to 
discuss Mr. Wood’s remarks, but that on 
the general subject he thought the point 
well taken. The gospel,” he said,.“ is 
the true source of power in the churches, and 
it is the drawing power when spoken from the 
pulpit Sunday after Sunday. Not all 
the preachers are to be criticised for de- 
parting from the gospel in their sermons, 
but some of them are.”’ 


W. R. Notman for Topics of the Day. 


“Tt should not be a general criticism of 
ministers that they are neglecting the gos- 
pel,” said the Rev. W. R. Notman of the 
Fourth Presbyterian Church. Questions 
that concern the highest welfare of the peo- 
ple have a place in the churches—if not there 
where should they have a place? It is not 
a desire,to sensationalize that leads the 
majority ‘of ministers to talk on topics of 
the day. It is the fact that the church must

NEW YORK REPUBLICANS ADOPT 
PLATFORM WITHOUT DISSENT. 


Party’s Attitude in Asking for the Suf- 


Marks the Entire Day’s Proceedings 
—Expression of Position Considered 
the Strongest that Could Have Been 
Formulated—Creates New “ Para- 
mount ” Issue. 


Saratoga, N. T., Sept. 4. Special. I- By 
the adoption of a platform—a platform 
against which not a single dissenting voice 
was “raised—the practical work of the Re- 
publican State convention was completed. 
Tomorrow the formal naming of the candi- 
dates will occur. These have already been 
agreed upon, as previously announced. 

The platform adopted is, in the opinion of 
party leaders, the strongest upon which New 
York Republicans have ever taken their 
stand. Not alone is it strong in its state- 
ment of principles but in its strictures upon 
Democracy’s present attitude. 

A paramount issue is no longer the ex- 

clusive property of Bryan and his party; in 
today’s definition of principles the Republic- 
ans say: The continued prosperity of the 
country and of the individual citizen is the 
‘paramount’ issue before the people.” Re- 
ferring to the Democratic position on the 
question of expansion, the platform observes 
that an opposition which has such a negro 
record in the Carolinas, Mississippi, and 
Texas “has no occasion to distress itself 
about the constitution’s journey 4,000 miles 
across the sea.”

The New York State 
convention comes off about the same time 
and I have some other engagements on my 
hands. By the way, is this to be a political 
affair?’’ 

Every member of the committee assured 
him that it was not; that he was not ex- 
pected to make a political speech, but one 
of the character he did make, and the Gov- 
ernor replied: “ All right; if I can possibly 
arrange it I will come.” Later he sent in 
his acceptance of the invitation. 


Understanding with Others. 

A similar understanding was had with 
the other speakers, and Monday noch wh 
the officers of the picnic called on Gove 
Roosevelt to ask his approval of the plans 
for the afternooh the same question came 
up again, and once more the statement was 
made by the Picnic committee that the 
affair was nonpolitical and no political 
speeches were to be delivered. 

An hour afterwards Governor Roosevelt 
delivered his speech and was followed by 
Mayor Harrison who, in a few vwords, 
drew pointed attention to the supposed non- 
political character of the affair. Richard 
Yates was next, and carefully avoided 
politics, as did Samuel Alschuler, who fol- 
lowed him. Then came Mr. Bryan, and he 
talked politics and nothing else. 

ng of the matter, Senator Mason 
said: “The understanding was that no 
politics was to be talked, and I had pre- 
pared a nonpolitical speech. Bryan, who 
preceded me, however, opened the door and 
invited me to enter, and so I talked about 
politics myself.. 

National Committeeman Stewart, who 
looked after Governor Roosevelt while he 
was here, said: On the part of both 
Governor Roosevelt and myself I have 
thanked Mr. Carroll and the other officers . 
of the picnic for the good faith in which 
they have kept all their agreements con- 
cerning the picnic. Not only was Governor 
Rooseyelt well received and personally 
much pleased with the manner in which 
he was treated by his audience, but every- 
thing the committee agreed to do that it 
could do it did. That Bryan broke the 
agreement not to deliver a political speech 
the committee could not help. It could 
hardly be expected to hold down Bryan.”’

CRIMINAL COURT REOPENS. 


Judges Holdom and Gibbons Select Ju- 
ries for September Term—Docket 
Small at Present. 


With the open 


ng of the September term 
of the Criminal Court only two J udges were 
present and these had only cases of minor 
pass upon yesterday. Judge 
ed a jury for the term in 
Branch No. 4 and a few cases were pre- 
sented for prosecution by Assistant State's 
Attorney Ben Smith. Branch No. 8 court- 
room was opened by Judge Gibbons and the 
State was represented by Assistant State’s 
Attorney Newcomer. 
a brief address to the jury in which he de- 
clared that it would be his aim to reform in 
cases where there is any hope for the de- 
fendant. He said that while he would as- 
sist the jury in an endeavor to break up 
lawlessness in the county he would not hesi- 
tate to set aside verdicts in cases where he 
did not consider the evidence called for 
The docket includes 
about 850 criminal cases for the year, which 
number is far below that of a yearago. It 
is expected, however, that the September 
grand jury, which meets next Monday, will 
have a long list of new cases to return. 


The advancement of rates on all classes of un- 
profitable insurance risks in the Western field, 
now being planned by a subcommittee appointed 
by the Governing committee of the Western In- 
surance union, will have 4 far-reaching effect. 
The plan is to be gone over at the semi-annual 
meeting of the union at the International Hotel 
at Niagara Falls, N. Y., on Sept. 11, and the 
committee’s research, investigation, and ex- 
perience tables of companies on the subject 
will be of value in fixing the ratio at which dif- 
ferent classes of risks shall be advanced. The 
union is in such splendid working order that the 
plan to change ratings which have been found un- 
profitable or extra hazardous will be treated, it is 
expected, with the same unanimity that has char- 
acterized the workings of the organization during 
the last year. 

Throughout the Western field the general av- 
erage has shown a loss to companies, and the 
coming action of the union is hailed as emergency 
legislation to keep reputable, licensed companies 
on a sound financial basis From present indi- 
cations the increases to be decided upon will range 
from 10 to 60 per cent.

1800 had 35,393 inhabitants, has 45,115 
now. Its growth exceeds the united growth 
of the two larger cities of Charleston and 


Richmond, Hartford, Conn., shows an in-

The fatal accident to two 
mall boys on the North- The Deadly 
western tracks at Rogers Grade 
Park yesterday Is one more Crossing. 
proof of the deadly nature 
of the grade crossing. In this case the fatal- 
ity occurred at what is known as a farmers’ 
crossing—a place that is graded so that truck 
farmers may drive over it; though the street 
is no thoroughfare, Railroads are not ex- 
pected to have flagmen or gates at such 
points, yet yesterday's accident shows that 
such places may be as dangerous as the 
more frequented crossings. Rogers Park 
has been the scene of four fatalities in the 
last few weeks, all due to grade crossings. 
The only complete safeguard against acci- 
dents of this kind lies in the elevation of 
ail the tracks within the city limits. As 
the city gradually becomes more thickly 
populated toward its northern edge, the ele- 
vation of all tracks through Rogers Park 
will continue to become more imperative. 
The Northwestern tracks are already ele- 
vated almost to Rosehill, but in time the 
Work will have to be extended through 


Rogers Park and Evanston. The same is 


true of the trees now owned by the St. 
Paul road, and the situation will riot be ma- 
terially changed by the substitution of elec- 
tric for steam cars. In order to be of any 
use to the outlying suburbs that line must 
furnish rapid transit, and it makes little 
Gifference whether an express train be run

THE FULL DINNER PAIL. | 

The Republican battle cry of “a full 
dinner pail” tells in a few words the ef- 
fect which Republican policies have had 
in making prosperous the great industries 
of the country and, consequently, in im- 
proving the condition of workingmen from 
a material standpoint. No workingman 
needs to be reminded that his dinner pail 
was not full from 1892 to 1896, while a 
Democratic administration was in power. 
Every workingman knows that now, after 
nearly four years of Republican adminis- 
tration, there is plenty of work at good 
wages for every man who wants work. 
The Republican slogan is therefore simpy a 
statement of fact. 

Democratic speakers and organs reply 
that the American workingman wants more 
than a full dinner pail, He wants his full 
and honest share of the proceeds of his 
labor; he wants a chance, to educate his 
children well; he wants to enjoy the lux- 
uries as well as the necessaries of life; 
he objects to being classed as an animal 
to whom plenty of food is the highest 
ideal. 

This is a fair statement of the ambition 
of every American workingman who is 
worthy to bear the name. It is indorsed 
by the Republican party the more sincerely 
because it has made it possible for him 
to realize them. Before any man can 
hope to enjoy the luxuries of life he must 
first secure the necessaries; before he can 


*he must first be able to feed them; th 
first ambition of every man is to support 
his family in comfort; then he may begin 
to provide for them the advantages which 
are possible to the industrious and ener- 
getic man who has settled the question 
of food, lodging, and clothing. Take away 
the full dinner pail and the workingman 
finds himself fully employed in securing 
for his Yamily the bare necessaries of life. 

. Briefly the situation is this: The Repub- 
lican party four years ago promised to 
put into force such policies as would re- 
vive the stagnant industries of the coun- 
try and give the workingman a fair chance 
to better himself in the world. Bryan, 
advocating only the free coinage of sil- 
ver, declared that Republican success 
would enslave the workingman and make 
national prosperity impossible. The Re- 
publican party was successful and it has 
kept its promises. Bryan has been proved 
a false prophet of evil. 

Bryan stands today in the attitude of a 
man who has repudiated his own most 
‘solemn pledges. In the speech which 
nominated him for the Presidency in.1896 
he declared in discussing the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver that when that 
reform has been accomplished all other 
reforms will be possible and until that is 
done there is no reform that can be ac- 
complished.” .Today he is advocating other 
isms and ologies. Either he is insincere 
and a mere demagogue or else he must 
resurrect the bones of his buried hobby 
and in so doing strike a blow to the 
industries of the country which will make 
the workingman whose dinner pail is half 
full an object of envy among his fellows. 

The full dinner pail is the real issue 
in spite of demagogic attempts to obscure 
it. If the Republicans are successful there 
is every reason to believe that the din- 
ner pail will be full and everything else 
desirable will at least be possible. If 
Bryan should win the dinner pail will 
be empty, or else all history and recent 
personal experience will be given the lie. 
Let the workingman choose between his 
dinner pail empty or full. He will know 
under which condition it will be possible 
to realize greater ambitions. . 


REDUCING THE PRICE OF STEEL. 

Pittsburg is only a few miles from the 
great coke producing region of Pennsyl- 
yania. It is a thousand miles from the 
Lake Superior iron ranges where it gets 
most of the ore it uses. Fifty years ago 
the cost of assembling the ore, coke, and 
limestone for a ton of pig iron made up 
half the total cost of production. At that 
time it would have been out of the ques- 
tion to use Lake Superior ores at Pitts- 
burg, so heavy would have been the trans- 
portation expenses. Since then the cost 
of carrying ore by water and by rail has 
been so much cheapened and the time re- 
quired so much lessened that it is said it is 
possible to convert into steel plate at Pitts- 
burg ore mined only ten days before near 
Lake Superior. Furthermore, that steel 
ean be sold at a profit for a price lower 
than foreign manufacturers can afford to 
accept. 

An article in the current number of Cas- 
sier's Monthly is devoted to a detailed de- 
scription of the ore dock machinery for 
handling bulk cargoes of coal and iron 
ore on the great lakes. The mines of the 
Lake Superior district are from twelve 
to sixty miles from their respective ports. 
Thus the ore when taken to Pittsburg 
has to bear the cost of two Shipments by 
rail and one by water. Were it not for 
the huge, specially constructed vessels 
used in this traffic and the economic 
methods which have been gradually worked 
out for the transfer of ore from cars to 
vessels and vessels to cars, Pittsburg would 
not be the great iron producing point it is. 

The latest improvement which has been 
made in this direction is the entire sub- 
stitution of machines for men in the trans- 
fer of ore from the ship to the car. Here- 
tofore the huge hoisting buckets with a 
capacity of about twenty cubic feet have 
heen filled by hand. The work of the shov- 
elers in the close holds of vessels is severe. 
Only strong men can do the work. Their 
pay is 14 cents a gross ton. This does 
not seem large pay, but with a shipment 
of 18,000,000 tons a year the cost of shov- 
eling would be $2,520,000, while the cost 
of handling the buckets after they have 
been filled does not exceed 1.37 cents per 
ton. Machinery has been invented by which 
the contents of a vessel’s hold are scooped 
up by a bucket of ten tons capacity, and 
nearly all the 14 cents paid to shovelers is 
saved thereby enabling the steel or iron 
manufacturer to reduce still more the cost 
ef production of his goods. 25 

There are two great reasons why it is 
possible to make steel, which is fast sup- 
planting iron, more cheaply in this coun- 
try than it can be made anywhere else in 
the world. One of these is the existence 
of great and easily worked deposits of 
iron ore and coal. The other is that amaz- 
ing American ingenuity, which is continual- 
ly lowering the cost of assembling those 
materials, and of converting them into fin- 
ished products. The improvements which 
have been made in the handling and trans- 
portation of raw materials have conquered 
distance.

RAPID -TRANSIT IN NEW YORE. 
The recent and the current development 
of facilities for passenger transportation 
in New York makes an impressive showing. 

A year and a half ago the Brooklyn 
cars, both surface and elevated, were 
brought across the bridge, and now there 
is agitation for extending their routes over 
the lines of Manhattan Borough. 

About two and a half years ago the 
underground electric conduit system was 
introduced on several of the principal 
routes of the latter borough, horses have 
been eliminated from the north and south 
lines, they have largely disappeared from 
the cross-town routes, and the Broadway 
cable is just now being converted to the 


give his children the benefit of education underground electric system. Approximate- 


ly universal transfers exist between sur- 
face lines both in Manhattan and Brooklyn 
Boroughs, and those lines in each case have 
now come under a single management. 
The third rail system is being installed 
on the Manhattan elevated roads, to replace 
the belated steam engines, and the second 
„ escalator,” or elevator stairway, for these 
roads was begun a few days ago. Finally, 
the underground project, far surpassing all 
these other improvements in importance, 
is progressing and is_ intended to provide 
what may properly be styled rapid transit 
for Manhattan Borough. 

One is sometimes led to suppose that this 
sort of development will one day be com- 
pleted for a given city. But the experi- 
ence of this decade, in which change and 
extension in facilities for transportation 
have been so frequent in all cities, indicates 
that the periods of rest in devising new 
means for local transit are likely to grow 
shorter rather than longer in the future. 


@AS MONOPOLY V8. COMPETITION. 

Mr. William Hudson Harper's lately 
issued handbook on “ Restraint of, Trade” 
sums up an important recent change of 
thought as follows: In ten years public in- 
telligence has surprisingly awakened as to 
the common sense of monopoly in municipal 
utilities, It is generally understood that 
competition in furnishing water, electric 
light, street railway service, etc., is wholly 
out of place.“ 

The history of the Ogden Gas company 
verifies these words. That company repre- 
sents first the exploitation, then the disap- 
pointment, and finally the consummate be- 
trayal of the lingering popular faith in such 
competition. 

The Ogden company was never for a mo- 
ment intended by the group of prominent 
Democratic politicians who secured the 
franchise to cgmpete continuously with the 
trust in supplying the city with gas. But 
the prevailing idea that a rival company 
would be a blessing provided the promoters 
with a pretext for securing a franchise 
solely intended, not for independent opera- 
tion, but for sale to the gas trust. Nor has 
this company practiced competition in fact. 
It has merely built a meager plant as a club 


‘to force a purchase by the trust. Finally, 


it has boldly announced its purpose to con- 
solidate with the trust—the aid of the City 
Council having been solicited to that end— 
and the present rate war is merely an inci- 
dent in determining the price. 

Owners have long since discovered the 
unwisdom of competition in supplying such 
public utilities as those mentioned, and have 
for a dozen years been rapidly combining. 
Many City Councilors, however, are still 
in that belated darkness of mind on the 
subject which allows them to be made the 
tools of shrewd promoters. 

People in general are in a somewhat tenta- 
tive attitude toward the recent development 
of private monopoly in the supply of common 
necessities for cities. They are waiting to 
gauge more carefully the actual and prob- 
able results in respect to quality and price of 
service. They have no doybt, however, of 
the ultimate public right, if occasion should 
demand, to compel proper service at a proper 
price, and even to assume direct charge of 
these enterprises. 

To what extent either of these expedients 
shall be resorted to will depend upon the 
management of these expanding monopolies. 
But it should henceforth be clearly recog- 
nized that public protection from abuse must 
be sought in one of these remedies and not in 
competition. 


SCHURZ FAILS TO ANSWER GAGE. | 

Secretary Gage has explained what Mr. 
Bryan if elected President could do under 
existing laws toward putting the govern- 
ment on a silver basis, ruining its credit, 
and damaging the business interests of the 
country. Mr. Carl Schurz says that if 
the Republicans choose it is easy for them 
to make it impossible for Mr. Bryan if 
elected to break down the gold standard. 
The Republicans, says Mr. Schurz, con- 
trol both the executive and legislative 
branches of the government and if de- 


-feated in November all they need do will 


be to enact a law at the coming session 
making it the duty of the Secretary of 
the Treasury to pay in gold or silver, at 
the option of the creditor, all kinds of in- 
debtedness of the United States nbw pay- 
able in coin“ and strengthening any other 
weak places in the act of 1900. 

Mr. Schurz evidently looks on this reply 
to the Secretary as a crusher. Its wale 
ness lies in the fact, which should be ob- 
vious to Mr. Schurz, that no such legisla- 
tion as he speaks of can be enacted at the 
short session, especially if held after the 
country, by Bryan's election, had declared 
in favor of the free coinage of silver. The 
legislation mentioned by Mr. Schurz could 
be put through the House without dit- 
ficulty. The Senate would not concur in 
it, for the free silver men in that body 
would stave off action until the 4th of 
March. Elated by the victory just won 
at the polis they would utilize the in- 
ability of the majority, under the defective 
Senate rules, to force a vote to prevent 
the passage of a law which would make 
it impossible for Mr. Bryan to do those 
things: which Mr. Gage says he could do 
if President.

WAR OVER THE BRIDGES. 
The volume of commerce of the Chicago 
River is affected by the inability of the 
largest lake vessels to enter it. The tunnels 
are an insuperable obstacle. That com- 
merce bids fair to be affected by the present 
“ strained relations between the municipal 
authorities and several vessel-owners. Of 
late a number of vessels have run into 
bridges and done more or less damage. Asa 
rule, the owners have disclaimed all re- 
sponsibility for these accidents, ascribing 
them to the unusual swiftness of the cur- 


those structures are so rickety that a mere 
touch damages them. That is probably the 
case, 
The city authorities assert that these acci- 
dents are due to carelessness and that the 
vessel-owners should foot the bills. In some 
cases where the latter have not shown them- 
selves eager to pay up attempts have been 
made to attach their vessels. This has 
stirred up the vessel-owners all the way 
from here to Buffalo. One of them writes 
that the present earnings of his vessels are 
not such as to warrant his taking the 
chances of involving himself in litigation, if 
it is true that “vessels are attached for 
trivial damages for an amount ten times 
the cost of repairs.” So he intends to get 
coal cargoes for Lake Superior rather than 
Lake Michigan, sooner than run the risk of 
having his craft tied up here. It is said 
further that the advance in grain rates last 
Saturday was due partly to the diversion of 
tonnage from this city on account of 
bridge troubles. | 
There should be no war between the 
marine interests and the municipal authori- 
ties to the injury of the commerce of the 
city. Something can justly be said in de- 
fense of the vessel men. The river certain- 
ly is much harder to navigate at the worst 
places than it used to be. Practice will 


make navigation easier, but there has not 


been oApugh practice yet. On the other 
hand, the city, which is not responsible for 
the greater Hability to accident, cannot be 
expected to go on repairing the bridges 
which ships have knocked out of shape. It 
is possible, however, to be too aggressive in 
the collection of damages. So small are 
vessel profits now that a ship which is tied 
up for a day or two may lose all ite owner 
expected to make on the trip. It will be 
well for the representatives of the marine 
interests and of those of the city to come 
together and see if they cannot agree on a 


modus vivendi. The former should be will- 


ing to consent to pay promptly for all dam- 
age for which their vessels can be shown to 
be responsible, and the latter should agree 
not to be unreasonable in their demands or 
unpleasant in their methods. | 


WHERE I8 THE SEA SERPENT! 

Is the sea serpent. going out with the 
century? Not a season has passed since 
first, hundreds of years ago, he exhibited 
his huge bulk to the astonished Nor- 
Wegian sailors, that he has not promptly 
made his appearance and edified visitors 
to the summer resorts by the sea. In the 
earlier periods of his career he was a some- 
what rare phenomenon, disporting himself 
far out at sea or along inhospitable shores, 
but as time went on he became more 
familiar and ventured nearer the land. For 
a few years past he has been a regular 
visitor at the seaside resorts, occasionally 
undulating through the surf to the con- 
sternation of the bathers. Within the last 
five years he has not confined himself to 
the briny deep, but has appeared in un- 
salted inland seas. The great lakes have 
been visited by him, as many a truthful 
mariner will affirm. Lone fishermen cast- 
ing their flies in ponds have seen the 
elongated creature suddenly uncoil himself 
among the lily pads and strike out for deeper 
water. He has even been seen following 
the windings of the mystery-haunted creeks 
of the Pink Mink marshes, and many 
anxious eyes have watched for his appear- 
ance in the drainage canal. 

The season at the a is now virtually 
closed. The great caraVansérais are being 
deserted. The tanned summer girls are re- 
luctantly setting their faces homewards 
and the snapshot fiends have deserted the 
rocks. The beaches are left to their kelp 
and jelly fish, and no one cares what “ the 
wild waves are saying.” But not a word 
has come this season from any quarter 
of the appearance of the familiar zenglodon. 
Even the imaginative mariners have failed 
to evolve him from the sportive porpoise, 
the huge sunfish with his long, foamy 
wake; or the floating barrel, rising and fall- 
ing in the trough of the sea, with its trail 
of sea weed. He has disappeared as com- 
pletely as the mastodon or the pleiosaurus. 

It would be interesting to know what 
has become of this prime attraction of the 
seaside hotel. Has he disappeared entirely 
from the world of living beings, or has he 
simply betaken himself to far-away, un- 
visited shores, where he can disport him- 
self in the waves or coil himself upon 
beaches, untrodden by the foot of man, and 
bask in the sun untroubled by human pres- 
ence? Or, saddest of all, is he no more 
and will the people of the twentieth century 
have to get along without his awe-inspiring 
presence? Or, has he, like McGinty, sunk 
to the bottom of the sea, to remain for a 
time secluded among the dead mariners, 
and ‘shattered hulks, and skeletons of 
ancient monsters that strew the floor of 
the ocean? It is to be hoped his absence 
is only temporary. Life will have lost some 
of its charm if our old friend is no more. 
It will not be so gay a world if such a 
catastrophe shall have occurred.

In the current number of the North 
American Review Dr. Felix L. Oswald 
discusses the motives for political assas- 
sinations. He ascribes the increase in tlis 
forth of crime partly to the fact that death 
has lost its terrors for a large class. of 
criminals. He is inclined to believe that 
the assassins choose this as an indirect 
method of suicide. They rarely make any 
effort to escape. They must commit their 
crime in the full knowledge that they will 
suffer the extreme penalty. For this rea- 
son Dr. Oswald is in favor of ceasing to 
oblige these murderous gentry in their 
suicidal plans “by barring the privileges

Dr. Oswald’e.th of the motives of 
assassins will not account. for the deed of 
the Italian Who killed King Humbert, as 
Bresci must have known that imprison- 
ment for life awaited him. Russian as- 
sassins have not been deterred by the knowl- 
edge that they would have to spend, the 
remainder of their lives im the Siberian 
mines. It is true that imprisonment for 
life is a more dreaded punishment than 
death. The modern prison is the most 
hopeless of places and even suicide can 
be made almost impossible. there. But 
Dr. Oswald's theory that life-weary des- 
peradoes will be less willing to run amuck 
if they know life imprisonment awaits 
them hardly presents an adequate cure for 
the evil of political assassination. 

It is hard enough to guess the thoughts 
of a normal man, but it is practically im- 
possible to get at the woskings of so ab- 
normal a mind as that of the assassin. 
Desire for death will not account for a 
majority of these cases. Neither Wilkes 
Booth, nor Guiteau. nor Prendergast was 
impelled by the motive of suicide. The 
murderers of President Carnot, Premier 
Canovas, Empress Elizabeth, and King 
Humbert would probably have done the 
same whatever the punishment awaiting 
them. The assassination mania appears 
to make its victims blind to the future. 

So far as a normal mind can get at the 
motive of these murderers, it seems to 
be an inordinate desire for notoriety. 
Political assassins nearly always imagine 
themselves to be doing something that will 
bring them glory. They seem to be im- 
pelled by a perverted form of the same 
impulse that leads sailors to volunteer for 
a torpedo enterprise that is practically cer- 
tain death. The assassins are in every 
case the product of surroundings that make 
them look upon the killing of a king as a 
title to fame. If there is any cure for 


this distemper of the age, it must be ap- 


plied to the hotbeds of morbid thought in 
which assassins are bred. The punishment 
for the crime does not greatly concern the 
propagandists of anarchy, for they confine 
their energies mostly to talking and to in- 
ducing others to commit the deed.

| AMONG THE NEW BOOKS: | 


OLLECTORS of Lincolniana will be 
pleased to learn that The First 
Published Life of Abraham Lincoln 
has been placed within their reach. 
The work was written in 1860 by John 

Locke Scripps of THz CHicaco Trinuns, 
and was issued as a campaign pamphlet by 
this paper jointly with the New York Trib- 
une, under. the simple title, “ Life of Abra- 
ham Lincoln.“ Its present value lies in the 
fact that it was the first life of Lincoln to 
be published, that it was carefully revised 
by Lincoln himself, that the original is 
among the rarest of Lincolniana, and that 
the work is in itself a model of accuracy 
and choice English. The great war Presi- 
dent’s fame had not yet dawned at that 
time, and after the pamphlet had served 
its purpose it was laid aside and be- 
came a lost work. It was only by the in- 
defatigable labors of the author's daughter, 
Mrs. Grace Locke Scripps Dyche, that the 
biography was brought to light again, y 
through the assistance of John G. Nicolay. 
The book is now reissued by the Cranbrook 
Press of Detroit in a limited edition that 
rivals the best. work of William Morris’ 
Kelmscott press for sumptuous typography. 

The work is printed with broad margins 
on hand-made paper, and bound in heavy 
half vellum covers. In its present form 
it fills eighty-six large pages. Mrs. Dyche 
furnishes an interesting introduction in 
which she recounts the genesis both of the 
6riginal biography and of the present edi- 
tion, which is intended as a memorial to her 
father. James E. Scrtpps of Detroit supple- 
ments this with a brief biography of the 
author, in which he remarks that as chief 
editor of THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE Mr. 
Scripps had a large share in securing the 
nomination and election of Mr. Lincoln to 
the Presidency, in the promotion of which 
great and glorious end he wrote and circu- 
lated the biography of which these pages are 
an exact reprint.’’ . 4 

Mr. Scripps was a warm personal friend of 
Lincoln, and yet his biography is a model 
of temperate and just characterization. In 
every particular it still stands as a reliable 
and charming sketch of Lincoln’s life up to 
1860. Five years later, when all the world 
had come to realize that this modest cam- 
paign pamphlet was more than true in every 
line, Mr. Scripps wrote to Mr. Herndon:

They made the horse favorite in the 
early betting at close to even money against 
the field, but although Annie Burns had not 
done well at Providence she had considerable 
support and finally dragged off the big end 
of the money.

President Ban Johnson of the American 
league shook up Comiskey’s White Stock- 
ings a bit yesterday as a result of their mis- 
behavior near the close of Monday's game. 

Captain Padden was fined and suspended 
for five days for the acts which'led to his 
being put out of the game and for using 
profane language on the field afterward. 
Dillard, who was the original cause of all 
the disturbance, was fined for his offense. 

This action was not taken by President 
Johnson until after due deliberation. He 
was an eyewitness to the events of Monday 
and was considerably exercised by the con- 
duct of the two White Stockings concerned 
in the unfortunate affair, and some such 
action was anticipated in view of his de- 
termined stand against rowdyism on the 
baseball field. But President Johnson wait- 
ed until he had slept on the matter and al- 
lowed his judgment time to crystallize be- 
fore taking a step upon which the result 
of a season's pennant race depended to some 
extent. 

To deprive the White Stockings of their 
Captain for even five days at this stage of 
the contest with a. week of decisive games 
scheduled and with the team already heavily 
handicapped by injuries to players, was too 
important action to be taken hastily. Both 
the firmness and the deliberation with which 
President Johnson acted will redound to 
his credit. The affair of Monday was too 
serious to be passed over, and the players 
realize that they have only themselves to 
blame, for President Johnson's intolerance 
of anything resembling rowdyism or which 
tends to lower the national sport in the 
eyes of the public is too well known to be 
disregarded, especially when the players 


knew he was present in person. 

Johnson Blames Captain Padden.

‘GENERAL NEWS OF RAILWAYS. 


Alton May Effect“an Entrance Into 
Omaha by Building from Peo- 
te 


It is stated that the 01 Omaha, Kansas City 
and Eastern rafiroad will soon be extended 
eastward from Quiney, with Peoria as the 
objective point. This road was formerly a 
part of the Kansas City, Pittsburg and Gulf 
system, now the Kansas City Southern, and 
is now in the hands of receivers. Most of 
the stock of the road is said to be held by 
the Harriman syndicate, which owns the 
Chicago and Alton. 
It has long been the opinion that the 
Omaha, Kansas City and Bastern would 
ultimately become a part of the Chicago 
and Alton system, giving the latter an outlet 
to Omaha and connecting it there with the 
Unton Pacific, which is also controlled by the 
Harriman syndicate. In order to effect this 
connection it was the former intention to 
build a line about fifty miles in length from 
Roodhouse, III., to Quincy. By extending 
the Omaha and Eastern from Quincy to 
Peoria the object seems to be to run the 
Alton's Omaha trains via the Peoria branch 
and thus make the Peoria line more profita- 
ble to the Alton system than it has been 
heretofore. The St. Louis, Peoria and North- 
ern, it now appears, was purchased a year 
ago by the Harriman syndicate for the pur- 
pose of using the northern end as a part of 
this contemplated extension of the Omaha, 
Kansas City and Eastern to Peoria. 


Police for the Pennsylvania.
